Virginian Towns Since the War— 10
Giraves of omr Honored Dend at Rennny
Sitatien — Peunsylvanin Soldiors — The
Names of Severnl,

This once flourlshing town Is now as dilupi-

dated a place ag any in Virgionla, and 1t will be
years before It again becomes the business
ceptre it was before the war, Standing before
the “Virginia Houee,” In Cameron street—the
main syepne of the town—the other evening, 1
could not help being struck with the sleepinesa
of the place, and the apparently listless char-
ter of its denizens,  On the porch of *'ye ancient
hostelry” in question, sat three or four men, with
their heels vp on the ralling of the porch, smok-
ing, On door steps sat and lolled dorzens of
others, mostly young men, too, while nowhere
was any ope fo be seen gt work, or busily en-
goged in any¥ cccupntion, Storckeepers stood
at thelr store doors waiting for customers, and
costomers stood outside wailting for money to
grow up for them, The whole scene put me in
mind of one of Hogarth's itlustrations of idle-
Nese,
[E On Coort days (things have a llvelier spponr
ance, Thea the strects are flled around the
Courl House, aud the inhabitants of the country
throng the town; but, us a genernl thing, indus
try does not hang her shingle out st Culpeper-
Our newepaper, snd it8 accompanylng job office,
suflices to satisly the literary demands of the
plice, nnd as & matter of course the paper in
question, the Culpeper Observer, 18 obliged to be
Bouthern in sentiment,  Iis proprietor con
giders himszelf o Union man, snd supports
President Johnson. In good times this paper
yielded an income of £3000 a year, and even
now 1t pays. Thiee churches serve to keep the
Godly people of the “Late House” up to the
point of grace; and there is a mill, about & mile
from the town, which supplies the wants of the
inner man in the grain line,

On the wrrival of the cars at the depot, near
which Is a tolernble hotel called the Waverly
House, quile a crowd collects, and, from fhe
noise of the freedmen nttached to the hotel, one
might suppose Culpeper to be a town of some
extent; but a walk bhrough the place soon
dispels all doubis of the kind, aud shows what
the place s What 1t might be in Yankee hands
15 another thing, fur the locality Is just suited
tor a busy little town.

The war here, us elsewhere throughout this
State, has left legible marks ol Its destructive
progress, and no evulences, perhaps; tell a more
doletul tale of it horrors than the thonsands of
graves o be mel with in twravelling through this
section ofthe country, The level district in the
immediate vicioity of Brandy Statlon, about
four miles frowm this, wis apparently a lavorite
locality with the bold troopers ol both urmies,
for the grave ot many a4 cayvalry man testifies to
the eflective style m which both “Rebs"” and
“Yanks" swung thewr sabres, It was near
“Brandy™ that Averil firsy encountered Stuart
and lis men, and that the stunding reward in
A\cnll s Corps ol *'$600 for che tirst dend cavalry
man,” wis earned.  Here, 100, was 1t that Cus-
ter snd Kilpatrick fought 2o bravely with theiwr
respective commands to cover the retreat of our
army lrum Culpeper to Centreville, to anticie
pate Lee's flankiug movement, And near this
same Brum{y Station, the same corps, on its
retreat from that march, drove the cavalry bri-
gade which covered the retreat of the Rebels
acrosg the Rupidan—a position, by the way,
they never should biave been permitted to reach
—Herdun's shurp-shoolers rendering valuable
aid in this fignt. These, nnd other encounters
of which this locality wus the scene, impart to
every billock and nieid o deep and uhuliuz in-
terest 1o all who in any way participated in
them, and with every house in this noted dis-
trict is there attached a history of the many
heroic sacritices made in the holy cause of the
preservationof the nation's Jife from the grasp
of traltors,

Ruined dwellings, desolated farms, and fence
less ueres, are dreadinl marks of the havoe of
civil war; but there are other mementoes far
more potentin bringing to mind pamiul remi-
niscences of the pust; and these are the little
mounds to be seen on nearly every hillside,
marking the last resting-places of gallant sol-
diers, whose country was dearer 1o them than
their lives. While visiting some of the old
camps around Brandy, | passed by several
graves, utthe hond of which were the boards
with the name ol the soldier and the regimoent
he belonged to inseribed on them, Among &
number of graves in the old camp of Genoral
Morrig' Bricade, 1 discovered tre fol lm'.mg
legible mscrlpuoug-—Allrud Silk, F, 151st N, X,
Y., died, Fébruary 6, 1864, nged 27; Josish P,
Robinson, K, 8d Mume, died April 12, 1864;
Lieorge Bubien, 84 Muine, died Acrd 18, 1664, On
one grave, ouly the name of Willlum Addison
was legible: and on another ll the marks lert
were the letters T, B,, 1518t N. Y. There were
twenty-iwo graves in the collection from which
these names were taken, nothing but simple
posts marking each end of the graves. All these
were on the larm of Mr, Botts, und sbout hall a
mile from his house,

In the garden of Mrs, Wise's farm are no less
than thirty-live graves, all of which have head-
DOurds,hnnd I copied the logoriptions on them in
order that their Iriends or relatives may remove
the bodies as the land will soon be enltivated.
The dwelling-house on this furm was turned {nto
8 hoepital, and was in churge of Dr. Mitchell, of
Philadelphia.

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R.m.mn DisasreER—Tae CoroNER’S
wor.— Yoslerdny atternoon Coroner Tuylor
Ean inquest in the case of Bumuel Frine
frick, enginocor, ‘nd Robert Zingerman, fire-
man, who were killed on the Pennsylvants Balls
road on Wednesday morning at an early hour,
Lewls Frineirick was sworn, and ¢ he was
the son of the dt'cemrd' suw him aiter the acol-
dtnt about 2 P, M.; he ‘wsked him how it hap-
peped, and he re Iml “when he had went down
with the line train he gald to the switohman be
lum and have Ibc switch right, and that he
would not come up untll he hsd seen the
signil;” when he came up he hind slmost stopped
the train, when he got the szrual from the
switch-teader to como on; he d at n rate
of only throe miles per hour; in the nafter
noon he had no bopes of liviog, and repented
several imes aboul the switch-tender; he died
abont 256 minutes of 9,

Hugh Kenrney testified—fle was n regular
switch-tender batween the bridge und Havertord
sireet; bad been there over over two years: had
been on duty on Monday njght; wis off duty on
Tuesdsy nlght, having given notice to the ofi.
cers of the rond; was not sequainted with the
mau substituted, but that he boarded at Mr.
Gless’; his nume was Young, and ho had nevey
oﬂ'upu-(l that switch before; Mr, Paxson, the
Superintendent, had furnished the k-mpnrnry
switch-tender; the marks in the tie show dis
tinctly that the switch whs out of place at the
time of the nceldent.

Jobn Parker declarrd he was a conductor on

that train for several months; the engluoprs
looke to the signuls; was not ,on the line traln
that night; aiter the mauds had been arranged
that night told the engineer all was right, to go
abead; the engineer ran very slowly, about four
miles an hour; heurd the signal down brakes,
and run to the brakes; in about hall & minute
the crash came; saw Youmg after jumping off
the odr, and he uppcnrﬂd Lo be comlng from the
switcb-house; the switch tender suld, **My God !
what1s this ™ gave him no answer; "did not ex-
anmine the switeh; do not think he had any
signsl lamp in his hand, thongh he might '!mw
given the signals, and then lald down his lam
Young bad not, 1o his knowledge, been swite
man  before; he had been w dny nssistant tu
Mr, l’u,uun. to sea the wnumbers of the
carse and the tracks on which they were;
Robert J, Dounelly was hind-brakesman on that
train; had been so for one year; wag on the
sleeping car ut (he time of the accident; had no
contidence in the temporary switchdender, an
accident having happencd belore when he was
on d.nl\' liad heard one of the men call him
“wlecpy,” aud felt T.hl'll was dauger that night;
heard tho whistle ““down brakes:? knew the
engine had got ofl’ the track; the engineer wns
cureful and trustworthy snw Y oung when the
train was off the track, and he was then abont
twenly feet from the switch- houge; he rpu!:e of
glving himseli’ up to the authoerities; believe he
sald theswiteh “lew,” or left the track while the
train was passing: don't think that the switch
could have moved if it hiad been set right,
+ Joseph Bixte declared the engineer, after the
necldent, stated that ho had had the signal “all
right,” and had went on; Young sald *‘the
gwitch flew;” Young was o slow and stupified
i his opinion,

John Richards testified that he knew Young
for five or six moathe; had heard of him acting
us switch tender at Thlrt) niith strect before;
cautioned Young that night going up that he
cxpected a signal for the passenger truin before
he could go nhead,

James McQullovgh declared that he had
known Young, employed as s brakesman, be-
fore the war, and on his return from the service
lie wans again employed on railroads=; nlways
had to keep an eye on him that he shonld not
2o to sleep; the full name of the man s Willin i
G. Young.

The further hearing was postponed until
Saturday morning at 11 o'clock, when other
witnesses will be examined.

Tue ADVANCE 1IN House Reprs—MEET-
IxG or Texanrs Prorosen,—The recent semunrlk-
able advance in rents is erenting much murmur-
ing smong our laboring people, and especially
ns the movement is believed by some to he one
of unjustitiable tyranny on the part of lnndlords,
Henl estate owners were formerly satlstied with
rent sufileient to pay an interest of seven per
centum on the capital invested,  Then the value
ol real estate went up, snd landlords were thus
enriched without effort on thelr purt, Just then
an advanced rent was demanded to ensure an
interest of ot lenst twelve per centum en the pri-
vilely appraired incrensed values, Now routs
are increased in many instances to an extent
sufliclent to insure an interest of about twenty
per centum on the new valuation, aud pav the
new four per centum municipsl tax besides.

Thus, & smail dwelling (reven or eight rooms),
which cost about $1800 1o ercet, and ia assessed
by the city officials at $2000 in value, s realiy
held by the owner as worth $4000 und 8 rented
at $400 per snnum, This is what may be noted
only w2 a medium onse, and will show the
average injustice that was to be sustained by
the masses of our people, It was understood
that when the war closed many Southern
relugees would return to the South, and houses
would be plentiful at reagsonable rents, The
exodos of trausient residents has been very
laree, bat houses ure as scarce, andfrents higher
thup ever before,

In New York, where the municipal tax rate is
much higher, and where o personal tux is levied
by the cily, rents are ma‘lly lower than in Philae
delphin, That & to gay, & family in ordinary.
circumstances can obtain rooms oporly ars
runeed 08 an abiding place for humnaity for a
sppller rental than in oor city, Yet in New
York the advanee in rents has become #o op-
presgive that meetings ave being Leld to matore
steps 1or dopg away with what seems to be a
system of tyraunical extortion.

A correspondent, who gives us these facts,
proposes stmllar meetings here, In order to
secure Tedress and justice, if possible, Tn wddi
tion to this it s proposed to organize & Building
Assoclation, for the purpose ol rapidly ncreas-
ing the munher ol small dwellingz in our city.
Buch o project would be suceessful m enriclune
its own members, but its field of operations
would have to be vory extensive to render any
(-nl reliel to the poor suffening thousauds who

are complainine,

That sometbing should be done, however, in
thi= mattér 18 the demand on all hands, snd we

hope the people will give the question earnest

attention.
